Association of Bay Area Gov 
ernments (ABAG) Ger As 
Sembly Friday approved & regso- 
lution calling for the establish- 
ment of limited regional govern- 
ment. 

In a close vote on the contro 
versial plan, Alameda County 
(represented by Supervisor 
Emanuel Razeto, alternate, in the 
absence of Delegate-Supervisor 
Kent D. Pursel) voted against be- 
Cause it wanted to limit taxing 
to one cent per $100 assessed val- 
uation. Albany was among cities 
voting in favor. Counties rep- 





resented favored the proposal 4 
to 3 with one and 
cities voted 37 for, 25 against. 

Berkeley Mayor Wallace John- 
son voted no because the so- 
called ‘‘Piedmont Proposal,”’ call- 
ing for added safeguards for lo- 
cal control, was defeated. He 
urged taking more time to draft 
a specific proposal to be consid- 
ered by the state legislature. Sev- 
eral proposed changes to the or- 
iginal plan were tabled during the 
seven-hour meeting. 

Jack Maltester, Mayor of San 
Leandro and Supervisor Razeto 
became involved-in a heated ar- 
gument over what Alameda 
County Supervisors had in mind 
When they authorized Razeto to 
vote in their name. Maltester 
said they meant to approve the 
regional government plan.
